One danger in using salt ts that it 
over-excites the flow of saliva and 
digestive juices, and increases the an- 
petite for food for which the body ha 
no real hunger.

The forest capital of the world is 
decreasing at the rate of cighteen 
thousand million cubic feet per an- 
num, and if consumption continues 
to increase at the p mt rate this 
amount will be doubled in fifty years 
In contributing to the world's wood

ON OUR FORESTS 


The forest resources of Canada are 
being depleted at the rate of about 
6,000,000,000 cubic feet annually, 
through cutting, fire, insects, and de- 
cay. If the reproduction and young 
growth are not protected, the stand 
of merchantable timber accessible for 
exploitation will not withstand this 
drain for more than a quarter of a 
century. 


HEAVY ANNUAL FOREST LOSS 


The annual drain on the forests of 
the Dominion through fire, insects 
and dise . is appalling. The annual 


loss through the operation of these 
insidious facvors is a little greater 
than the amount of timber annually 
used in all branches of the industry

forest loss. The true woodsman or 
camper who has the welfare of the 
forests at heart will recognize the 
danger of this practice, and will place 
his camp-fire in. the open on bare 
rock or on mineral soil scraped clear 
of inflammable litter 
FOREST GROWTH RATE 

The popular conception that Can- 
ada's forests are growing rapidly is 
entirely erroneous. In Europe, ty tn- 
tensive cultural treatment some for- 
ests may yield as high as 3 per cent 
annual growth but in the Dominion 
with our unregulated and seriously 
depleted forests, it is very doubtful 
whether the rate of accretion is even 

per cent 


Given protection from its greatest 
enemy, fire, and reasonable care in 
cutting, the forest will continue to 
yield its bountiful harvest for all 
time
